Harlan, Ky ., May 18 
(JP) — Two 
ou tbreaks of gu nfire, one be­ 
tween state troops and an am ­ 
bu shed grou p with no casu alties, 
marked 
increasing 
tenseness 
today in the Harlan cou nty soft 
coal field labor strife. 
C. G. Bennett, operator of the 
Harlan Central Coal company a t 
Totz, reported “snipers” in the 
mou ntains fired abou t ten shots 
at men retu rning to work. Ben­ 
nett said the troops on du ty did 
not answer the fu sillade. The 
mine su spended operations tem ­ 
porarily . 
Brigadier General Ellerbe Car­ 
ter, commanding the national 
gu ard troops in the cou nty , said 
43 miners from Totz appealed to 
him for protection against u nion 
pickets. 
The delegation, lead by Bob 
Cowan, told Carter: 
“Us fellows hav e families to 
feed and we want to go back to 
work bu t pickets are threatening 
u s and say ing they wou ld beat 
hell ou t of u s if we went to work.” 
The general told the grou p 
they wou ld be giv en “fu ll pro­ 
tection.”

Indianapolis, May 17 (J P)—A 
prison withou t walls and a new 
state hospital are the answers to 
Indiana’s pressing penal problem 
of way ward y ou th and the crim­ 
inally insane, the State Welfare 
D epartm ent was told today by its 
div ision after a stu dy of crowded 
conditions in the states penal 
institu tions. The report said the 
adu lt institu tional popu lation is 
5,87 6, or 7 26 ov er capacity . 
The largest ov erflow is at the 
Michigan City prison, the states 
m ain penal institu tion, where 2,- 
627 inm ates were hou sed on Ap­ 
ril 1. The report said this is 535 
in ex cess of the nu m ber which 
can be cared for adequ ately . A 
similar situ ation was reported at 
the 
Pendleton 
reformatory , 
where there were 1,967 prisoners 
on the same date, 256 ov er ca­ 
pacity .

I t is no t o nly o n the field o f battle and in o ther 
circu m stances o f military emergency tha t the 
United States M arines’are q u ick to get a difficu lt 
situ atio n in hand. The leathernecks are alway s 
swift in arising to the demands o f the o ccasio n, 
regardless o f its p articu lar character. There is the 
crisis gro wing o u t o f Cro wn Prince Olav ’s insp ec­ 
tio n o f the M arines o n bo ard the U. S. S. Tennes­ 
see, as an ex amp le. 
The Cro wn Prince did v ery well with his insp ec ­ 
tio n o f the fro nt rank, bu t came a cro p p er when 
he started with the rear rank. The Prince began 
a t the wro ng end. W hat wo u ld the Marine befo re 
who m the Prince sto o d do in the crisis? Wo u ld he 
m aintain his statu esq u e p o stu re while His Ro y al 
Highness became su ffu sed with em barrassm ent? 
No . The M arines are no t au to m ato ns. They 
hav e no t been redu ced to m echanical u nits. They 
are y o u ng men o f intelligence and initiativ e, ca­ 
p able o f dealing effectiv ely with u nfam iliar situ ­ 
atio ns as they arise. The y o u ng m an o n the wro ng 
end had the situ atio n in hand immediately . He 
instantly snap p ed to “insp ectio n arm s,” and his 
co mrades do wn the line fo llo wed his ex amp le ju st 
as if they were co nfo rming to the letter o f the I.

were active against the canal 
bill, the minority party in the 
house led the fight yesterday to 
reduce the river and harbor ap­ 
propriations. 
With few Democrats present, 
the house struck out a $23,700,000 
item for the proposed Umatilla 
dam on the Columbia river in 
Oregon and Washington and a 
$12,500,000 authorization for a 
waterway connecting the Tom- 
bigbee and Tennessee rivers. An 
attempt to add $12,344,000 for a 
navigation and power develop­ 
ment project on the Connecticut 
river lost 98 to 36. 
A final vote on the bill was 
held over until today, giving 
sponsors a chance to seek rever­ 
sal of these decisions. 
Appropriations form the bulk 
of the work which Rep. Rayburn, 
Democratic leader of the house, 
believes congress should com­ 
plete before adjournment. 
He said that “congress has got 
to consider” only these meas­ 
ures: continuation of certain ex­ 
cise and corporation taxes, Pres­ 
ident Rosevelt’s request for $1,- 
750,000,000 for relief next year, 
the commerce-state-justice de­ 
partment appropriation bill, and 
the usual last-minute deficiency 
appropriation bill. 
“We also will have to do some­ 
thing 
about railroads 
if the 
house interstate commerce com­ 
mittee reports a bill,” Rayburn 
said. “There also will be neutral­ 
ity legislation if any is approved 
in committee, as well as amend­ 
ments to the Wagner Labor rela­ 
tions act. 
“Some disposition undoubtedly 
will 
be 
made 
of 
wage-hour 
amendments already approved 
by the labor committee.”

and ray ons. Some were p lain col­ 
ored and some were p rinted . 
Most of them showed v ery little 
fad ing at the end of the ex p eri­ 
ment, and the linens and cottons 
shrank less than two p er cent. 
The ray ons shrank u p to six p er 
cent. 
This was the method by which 
the test was mad e: One set of 
samp les was giv en v ery sev ere 
lau nd ering in a washing ma­ 
chine, with hot water, soap , and 
sal sod a. They were d ried by ir­ 
oning while d amp withou t p u sh­ 
ing or p u lling the iron. This p ro­ 
cess was rep eated for a total of 
fiv e washings and fiv e ironings. 
Then another set of samp les was 
lau nd ered in lu kewarm water 
with neu tral soap , by sq u eezing 
and working the fabric in the 
su d s, withou t ru bbing. They were 
rinsed in warm, then in cool wat­ 
er, hu ng in the shad e to d ry , and 
p ressed . The ray on crease-resist­ 
ant fabrics cou ld be ironed on 
the wrong sid e while d amp , with 
a med iu m hot iron. Linen need ­ 
ed slight d amp ening. Sp ecial care 
in the method of lau nd ering cot­ 
tons was not so imp ortant.

In the Pope lay his only hope. 
For the By santine Empire was 
completely surrounded by heath­ 
en enemies—and none of the 
Christian kings of Europe would 
have dared to go to the help of 
Constantinople without the per­ 
mission of the Pope. Such was 
the power of the Pope in those 
day s. 
So the Emperor turned to the 
Pope, knowing that he could de­ 
pend upon the Pope to think up 
some scheme that would make 
the Europeans come to his as­ 
sistance, whether they wanted 
to or not, provided only he could 
sell the Pope on the idea. 
At the' time of this appeal the 
Roman Catholic church was the 
only great business institution 
in the world, it had greater 
wealth and far greater income 
than any king. It owned as much 
as one-fourth of all the land in 
some countries. 
It owned the 
serfs on that land. It had worked 
out a sy stem that was far super­ 
ior to ordinary kingship. 
The distress of Constantinople 
apealed to the Pope as a splendid 


opportunity to destroy the rival 
church and put the same money ­ 
making 
and 
land-grabbing 
scheme into effect in eastern 
lands. 
The Pope was astute—too as­ 
tute, as it later developed. He did 
not believe that any of his sub­ 
ject kings would lead armies 
down to unknown Constanti­ 
nople merely fforfthe funfnf fight­ 
ing for an Emperor whom they 
had never met. 
So he called 
great religious conferences in 
1094 and 1095 A. D.—and the 
bishops and priests were sent 
back home from these confer­ 
ences to stir up the people over 
the idea that the heathen Turks 
were in possession of the Holy 
Land—that they were defiling the 
tomb of Jesus and torturing ev­ 
ery Christian captive—and that 
it was the duty of every good 
Christian to arm himself, forth-

with, and proceed to the Hdly 
Land to rescue it from the in­ 
fidel.

The idea worked—and the 
Crusades got under way . Disor­ 
ganized gangs of knights and 
men-at-arms and fnars and 
priests and run-away serfs and

towns or islands for the Italians. 
But in the fourth crusade the 
Italians put aside profits for the 
time being and went to work. Be­ 
ing of the same nationality as 
the Bopes, they had a better 
understanding of ex actly what 
was wanted. Bo they made a di­ 
rect crusade upon the most 
Christian city of Constantinople 
-which they captured for the 
Pope in 1204. The Roman Cath- 
olls church thereupon took over 
the Greek Catholic Church-and 
Roman Catholic emperors ruled 
in Constantinople lor 57 y ears.

women and children started tor 
Jerusalem on foot to Mil Turks. 
They had little money or food— 
no organization—no ex perienced 
leaders. Most of them had no 
arms. Probably none of them 
knew how to get to Jerusalem. 
Starting overland, in the general 
direction of Constantinople, they 
lived off the country . When they 
got into Hungary they commit­ 
ted so many ex cesses that the 
Hungarians massacred the en­ 
tire ex pedition. Another crow<^ 
started out by killing all of the 
Jews that they could catch in 
the Rhine country . When they 
got to Hungary the Hungarians 
treated them in the same way . 
Two other mobs eventually got 
through to Constantinople—loot­ 
ing and murdering as they 
marched. The Emperor had no 
use for that kind of help and 
promptly shipped them across 
the Bosphorus and betray ed 
them to the Turks, who mas­ 
sacred them with little trouble 
and much pleasure. 
Then came the first organized 
crusade—led by the Normans 
and composed of genuine fight­ 
ing men from France and Nor­ 
mandy and Flanders and Eng­ 
land. Only the Germans were 
missing. This army finally cap­ 
tured Jerusalem—and*$laughter- 
ed Jews and Muhamedans alike. 
The streets ran with blood—and 
with that blood on their arms 
the Christians entered the Holy 
places and gave thanks to God. 
Forty -nine y ears later came 
the second crusade—in 1147 A. D. 
This time the Germans took a 
hand, together with the French. 
But they had no intention of go­ 
ing to the Holy Land at all. They 
used the current religious ex cite­ 
ment to gather a great army — 
and then the Germans marched 
east of the Elbe River in Ger­ 
many and conq uered the still 
pagan Wends, while the French 
marched down into Spain and 
pushed the Moors out of what is 
now Portugal. And that is how 
Portugal happens to be separate 
from Spain today . 
Twenty -seven y ears later a 
Kurdish tribesman—the famous 
Saladin — captured Jerusalem 
and fed the remaining Chris­ 
tians to the street dogs. This led 
to the third crusade. A great 
army marched away under the 
leadership of the kings of France 
and England and Frederic Bar- 
barossa of Germany . They failed 
to reach Jerusalem, but they did 
capture Antioch and much of the 
Judean seacoast. 
By this time the common peo­ 
ple had lost their taste for cru­ 
sades. They found that they did 
the walking and most of the 
fighting and nearly all of the dy ­ 
ing—and even if they were not 
killed in battle there was no way 
to get back home safely . 
Now came the fourth cru­ 
sade—the only one that really 
achieved what the Popes had in 
mind. In this crusade the Ital­ 
ians, for the first time, took a 
direct hand in the fighting. Dp 
to now they had been content to 
sell supplies and transportation 
to the crusaders. If there was 
no money they permitted the 
crusaders to work their passage 
by stopping off on the way and
